"It's very difficult to get a pro- 
ject through these days, and very 
expensive," says Kenneth J. Wis- 
niewski Sr., president of Eagle 
Homes, Inc. He should know. He 
has built some 1,500 homes over 
the past 22 years. 

"Business is great as long as the 
economy Is good," Wisniewski says. 
"Right now, it's been very good " 

Building homes on a large scale 
is "very different" than it used to be, 
however, and difficult to do success- 
fully. He stays In the business be- 
cause " most of,the. people, are very. 
1 1 tippy about what they got." He es- 
pecially likes to build homes for first- 
time buyers. "It's the first home 
they're buying and they are very ap- 
preciative. And, it just feels good." 

That summarizes his situation 
these days as he begins the process 
of creating a new up-scale subdivi- 
sion at the edge of the Village of An- 
tioch. He proposes to build Talon 
Crossing in the northwestern quad- 
rant of the Route 59 and Beach Grove 
Road intersection. 

Wisniewski has worked with the 
Antioch Director of Planning, Zon- 
ing, and Building, Robert E. Silhan, 
since March to create a suitable con- 
cept plan for his proposed 54 lots on 
71 acres. He now has started the pub- 
lic process of meeting with the village 
Planning and Zoning Board. 

Wisniewski learned the business 
of home building and property de- 
velopment from the ground up. He 
graduated from Northern Illinois 
University in DeKalb in 1971. He 
then moved to Lake County the next 
year, and expects to live in Antioch 
once his home on Lake Marie is builL 
He will be close to the homes he 
builds, since he only builds homes in 
northern Lake County. 

His firm is both a land developer 
and a general contractor for home 
construction. This provides his sev- 
en-person firm with two options. 
The first is to build homes on scat- 
tered lots anywhere there is an ap- 
proved subdivision. The second op- 
tion is that he can create a subdivi- 
sion and build the homes there. Re- 
gardless of the options, he needs be- 
tween 40 and 50 homes a year as "in- 
ventory" to keep his firm in business. 
He said that it is very difficult to find 
that many lots wailing for someone 
to build a home on them. Buying 
large tracts of land to develop makes

cards. He knows what he wants, 
needs, and how much it costs. Ac- 
cording to Lochhead, Hauser also re- 
mains calm when he is going through 
the packets to see what he has just 
bought. 

"Just two days ago I pulled $315 
out of three cards," Hauser said. His 
friends were showing more excite- 
ment about it than he was. He stayed 
calm and thought about his purchas- 
es. 

Lochhead observed of his young 
customer, "That kid is going around 
buying cards and he knows what he is 
looking for." Of the luck of the pur- 
chase, Lochhead said, "It's like pulling 
a jackpot." 



Lochhead recognizes that his cus- 
tomers are young, but savvy. "It's nice 
when somebody in town gets it," he 
said of the high value card purchase. 
"It's exciting to know a kid can come 
in and get a great card." 

He remembers when he was a kid 
and collecting cards. "We knew the 
hours of every card shop in town," 
Lochhead said. 

Today, he sets the hours. Today 
he sells to girls and adults. He has 
sports cards, but also movie cards, 
such as Hercules, Men in Black, Star 
Wars, and Terminator cards. The 
business has changed since he was 
young, but the emotional excitement 
has not.

"The only way to get inventory is 
to buy raw land and do it ourselves," 
Wisniewski said. 

Wisniewski considers Talon 
CrtissIhg'tOUe-srmHar to Eagle's Nest. 
He completed building that subdivi- 
sion, on Route 83 just north of Grass 
Lake Road, as single-family homes on 
one-acre lots. He completed Water- 
ford Woods about eight or 10 years 
ago. He is finishing up Hickory Cove 
in Fox Lake. 

He is also the developer of Sweet- 
water Mill in Round Lake Beach. The 
Sweetwater Mill home development 
is now a matter of litigation between 
his company and Village officials. It is 
the kind of project, situation, and re- 
lationship that is quickly referred to 
attorneys for public comment. The 
Round Lake Beach planner Joel 
Webb, attorney Raymond Collins, and 
village manager Dave Kilbane all de- 
clined to discuss Sweetwater Mill. 

Wisniewski would not discuss 
Sweetwater Mill either, except to ex- 
plain that "we are suing the village for 
$1.2 million because they did not live 
up to their annexation agreement." 
The case may be resolved in federal 
court next year. Wisniewski notes that 
there are 230 homes in Sweetwater 
Mill, and he has 100 people who live 
there willing to serve as references for 
the quality of their homes. 



Eagle's Nest, the completed ex- 
ample of what Talon Crossing will be, 
also had rough moments in its final 
stages. Lako County Dcpurtrncnt of 
Planning, Zoning, and Environmental 
Quality Senior Planner Pat Tierney 
said the County "ended up drawing 
on his bond" to complete work in the 
Eagle's Nest subdivision. The prob- 
lems were eventually resolved related 
to drainage and road quality. The 
roads were in really bad shape, he 
said, and restoration of shoulders and 
drainage swales was not something 
Wisniewski wanted to do. "He just 
gave us the money and we finished 
die work," Tierney said. Steven Crivel- 
lo, Deputy Director of the Building 
and Zoning Division of Lake County, 
Crivello further said of Wisniewski, 
"When we've asked Ken to do some- 
thing, he's taken care of it, from our 
standpoint." 

After 22 years of home building 
and land development, Wisniewski 
has seen the process change. 

"When I started in the business in 
1972, 1973, you didn't have the hassles 
you have today," he said. Today it is 
the emotional reaction of ecstatic 
home buyers that is his reward. He 
also thinks that he gets positive home 
buyer reactions since he builds a good 
home. "Because we're small, we're 
able to give more house for the buck."

Aug. 21. The incorrect date was 
used in the July 17 story. The 
Planning and Zoning Board will 
meet July 24. 
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about traffic conditions at the inter- 
section of Beach Grove Road and 
Route 59. It was the issue that would 
not go away. 

Another major issue was 
drainage of water and how it would 
be managed. Neighbors expressed 
concern about drainage of water and 
how it would affect property to the 
south of the proposed site. This was 
also a major concern of Timothy H. 
Osmond, Antioch township supervi- 
sor. Many supported environmental 
protection for features of the site 
such as wetlands, trees, and ground 
water quality. People were also con- 
cerned about the safety of children 
and the fact that they cross Route 59, 
although forbidden to do so. 

A major puzzle is the 8.8-acre va- 
cant parcel along Route 59 that will 
not be built upon and will not be an- 
nexed to the village at this time. 

Village of Antioch Director of 
Planning, Zoning and Building Bob 
Silhan has explained that the village 
retains " a somewhat greater mea- 
sure of local control" over its ulti- 
mate use if that parcel is not annexed 



at this time with the remainder of the 
, land. He also expects that "econom- 
ics would eventually dictate the use" 
of that excluded parcel and that 
"clearly it will be a land use other 
than single-family residential." 

In response to one question at 
the hearing about what would be 
done with that 8.8 parcel, Wisniews- 
ki said, "It will be farmed." 

The woman who asked the ques- 
tion repeated with a surprised inflec- 
tion, "It will be farmed?" 

"Right!" Wisniewski said. 

The room broke into laughter. 

Some residents offered ideas. A 
resident from Black Oak Avenue 
said, "I think there should be provid- 
ed a way to get over the top of 59 pro- 
vided by the builder for the young." 
The resident thought a pedestrian 
bridge was a good idea. 

People wanted developer Wis- 
niewski to redesign the intersection, 
. fight with the Illinois Department of 
Transportation to obtain a traffic 
light there or another access point on 
Route 59, and move some earth and 
trim trees back at the corner to im-

Mini-storage wants zoning

A mini- warehouse business is 
proposed for construction along 
Route 173 near the Redwing Marsh. 

Consideration of the impact of 
change of zoning classification for 
property between Antioch Tire and 
Waste Management Company will 
be further discussed July 24 by the 
Planning and Zoning Board. 

The public hearing on the pro- 
posed change, however, has been 
continued to Aug. 21. The board is 
awaiting an Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources report regarding 
compliance with the Endangered 
Species Act. Additionally, the Village 
Planner Bob Silhan was asked by the 
board to investigate the impact and 
feasibility of a B-3 zoning text 
change. 

Lillian Wisniewski and Allan and 
Maria jacobson have requested M-l 
zoning, pending annexation, for an 
8.5 acre parcel between Waste Man- 
agement-North and Antioch Tire, 
Inc. on Route 173 east of Deep Lake 
Road. 

The proposal under considera- 
tion is to develop the northern 3.3 



acres of the parcel for storage and 
mini-warehouses. It will be a fenced 
facility for which 24 -hour access is 
available. The requested zoning will 
allow outside storage. 

Silhan has recommended that B- 
3 zoning with a special use permit be 
granted to the petitioner for a 3.3- 
area instead of the requested M-l. 

Judy Martini, Lake County Board 
member, expressed concern about 
the impact of the proposal on the ad- 
jacent marsh, considered by the state 
to be a very high quality wetland. 
She requested a wet detention basin 
for the site as well as a sedimentation 
control' plan for the construction 
phase of the project. 

Neighbor Steve Ogden ex- 
pressed concern about the use of the 
property for a storage business. "1 
would rather see a business go in 
there than a mini-warehouse," he 
said. He expressed concern about 
the type of impression such a busi- 
ness would create for people who 
were entering the village for the first 
time. He also said that the appear- 
ance of the storage area would not be 
kept up. "They're just never kept up," 
he said about mini-warehouse stor- 
age areas in general.

In response, Wisniewski said, "If 
this is a problem that is being creat- 
ed by people that probably live 10 or 
20 miles from here that are visiting 
the Chain of Lakes, to say thatyou're 
the only guy with a vacant piece of 
property so you're stuck with the 
problem is unfair." 

"We will not put up the traffic 
light by ourselves and we won't con- 
struct anything over Route 59, 'cause 
we have the right to do neither," he 
said. 

"If there should be a charge to 
put traffic lights in, yeah, we can 
participate. It should be Emmons 
school and it should be the rest of 
you people. You live here," said 
Wisniewski, 

Local resident James Kramer of- 
fered up one larger-area solution. 
"I've got a solution to IDOT's prob- 
lem. Just stop growth. Stop the 
builders from coming in until the 
state upgrades the roads. They're ten 
years behind right now and they 
keep on getting behind and behind. 
Stop the growth. Period."

Antioch Lions will gather in Cen- 
tennial Park Aug. 3 to serve chicken 
barbeque to all village residents who 
show up. 

It is their biggest fund raiser of 
the year and has traditionally pro- 
vided major community benefits. It 
is typical of why the Lions have 
raised close to $1.5 million over 60 
years to benefit Antioch. 

"Our annual major fund raiser is 
the chicken barbeque," Antioch Li- 
ons President Bob Mueller said. "We 
give a majority of the benefits to the 
Antioch Rescue Squad." 

The Lions serve up "25 half- 
chickens, pretty much every year, 
plus roasted corn, hamburgers, and 
hot dogs." 

"We have representatives from 
the state and the district Lions as well 
as the dignitaries from the township 
and the Village of Antioch that attend 
and work the event," he said. 

This is not the only fund raising 
the Lions do. It is the largest effort, 



but they also have smaller events. 
One is a raffle. "It's a fifty-fifty type 
raffle. In other words, it will be a per- 
centage of the gross that we take in 
and that goes to" thewinners. 

Proceeds from past barbeques 
have provided major and minor im- 
provements to the Antioch Rescue 
squad. "The biggest thing we bought 
was a chassis for a rescue squad ve- 
hicle," Mueller said. "This particular 
year we arc buying defibuiators. 
We're buying three or four of those 
for the rescue squad. And, there's a 
new type of air-splint we're buying 
for the rescue squad." 

This is also Lions' 60th Year An- 
niversary as a community service or- 
ganization. Because it is the 60th an- 
niversary, an attempt was made to 
calculate the amount of financial as- 
sistance the Lions Club had provid- 
ed to the village and the world. It is 
an international organization. 

"Over the past 60 years..., the Li- 
ons Club of Antioch has passed on 
approximately $3 million. And, 1 
would say that about half of that has 
gone out to the International to be 



distributed and the other half has 
stayed in town." 

The financial assistance that is 
forwarded to the International Lions 
Club is used to work with sight im- 
paired and hearing impaired people. 
The Lions also started to work with 
diabetes victims, Mueller said. 

The Antioch Lions is a very suc- 
cessful group always searching for 
new members. "It's one of the 
largest, if not the largest, clubs in Illi- 
nois," Mueller said. "The member- 
ship in Antioch keeps sharing the 
goodwill with their neighbors and 
their new co-workers ." 

The best way to track down the 
Lion's meeting place is to ask one of 
the members. They meet twice a 
month "at various restaurants 
around town." 

The barbeque is at Centennial 
Park, a place of special meaning for 
Antioch Lions. The Lions not only 
contributed a lot of dollars to sup- 
port the building Centennial Park, 
but the Lions membership worked 
for three days to actually construct 
the park itself, said Mueller.

Libertyville police and the 
Lake County State's Attorney's of- 
fice are investigating the discovery 
of a dead infant, found in a re- 
stroom trashcan. 

The infant was found on Mon- 
day, July 21, at approximately 12:44 
p.m., in a bathroom at the Manor 
Care Health Services facility, 1500 S. 
Milwaukee Ave., in Libertyville. An 
employee of the facility found the 
corpse In the bathroom's trashcan 
and reported the gruesome discov- 
ery to the police. 

Police and paramedics called 
to the scene confirmed that the in- 
fant was dead. Evidence was 
found that suggested either a mis- 
carriage or abortion of the child, 
Libertyville police said in a pre- 
pared statement. 

Bobbie Beak, administrator at 
the facility, had no comment. 

Libertyville police, as well as 
the State's Attorney's office are be- 
ing extremely tight-lipped about 



the investigation. 

"As we determine what the facts 
are, we may be in a better position to 
release more information," said Chief 
Deputy State's Attorney Jeff Pavletic. 
The state's attorney's office is review- 
ing reports and photographs taken by 
the Libertyville police. 

Lakeland Newspapers did learn 
that police and the state's attorney 
investigators are talking to a 20-year- 
old Waukegan woman as a possible 
suspect. 

"She's not in custody," said Steve 
Scheller, assistant state's attorney 
working on the case. 

Pavletic said that no charges 
have been brought at this U'me. 

The identity of the baby is being 
protected as well; Pavletic said, until 
after the Lake County Coroner per- 
forms a complete autopsy to deter- 
mine the cause of death. Murder 
charges could be brought depending 
on the cause of the infant's death. 

Although the baby was described 
as a "newborn," state's attorney offi- 
cials would not indicate the exact age, 
the gender or the race of the child.

After literally hacking our way 



through the forest for what seemed 
eternity, past water still frozen from 
winter (this was after all June), we 
broke through on the shores of the 
most pristine lake imaginable.

tomed. We had just experienced an 
adventure our kids will not soon 
forget. We touched a part of life and 
land that some people have no idea 
even exists. We witnessed the beau- 
ty nature can create and the havoc 
it can reek. But, all in all, for lack of 
any other way to put it "there's no 
place like home."

Folk music culture thrives in 
western Lake County. A per- 
son can find it in the people, 
the businesses, and enter- 
tainment. It is as close to county 
residents as a corner tavern or park, 
or, maybe, someone adjacent Inn 
song circle. 

"To me the true definition of a 
folksong Is: songs that stand the test 
of time," says Dan Zahn, one of the 
most active singer-songwriters in 
Lake County. "If a song, today, can 
last 20 years, it's a darn good song. 
Those are the songs 1 go after." 

Zahn records them in the Fox 
Lake studio of Joe Pesz, Spot One 
Studio, for a music distribution 
company, Just Folks Music Compa- 
ny, in Mundelein. He has written 
songs, including one about his 
childhood home in Fox Lake, and 
sung them at folk festivals in Wau- 
conda, Lake Zurich, and at the Tav- 
ern on Lake in Grayslake. 



"I don't think it's ever going to 
go away," Zahn says of the music he 
sings.

long as Zahn, Amy Beth, Charles 
VanderVennet and Kate Moretti are 
organizing area folk festivals (see re- 
lated article). People in Lake County 
can find live folk music almost every 
week through the summer. In be- 
tween, people can listen to music by 
local artists they bought "from the 
stage" on cassette tapes and com- 



pact discs. As singer Amy Beth says, 
"If you like the music, get the 
recording while you are there" at the 
festival. 

The Lake County Folk Club has 
established itself as a strong local 
force for keeping the music avail- 
able to the public. -According to 
long-time participant member Van- 
derVennet, the Folk Club Is growing 
every week and Is "packing themYrf* 
at thcTavem on Lake Street. Indeed, 
sometimes people must be turned 
away.

Dear Dr. Singer, I'm di- 
vorced and going 
crazy!

When he comes 
home he Is out of control. How 
can I get my husband to under- 
stand that we have to get this on 
track? S.T. 

DearS.T., 

This is a comnjon question I 
hear a lot of. I usually suggest that 
the parent who is being the "Dis- 
neyland" parent or the one who 
. gives all the good stuff and lets the 
child get away with things, think 
about what future implications this 
will have. Kids that get everything 
they want due to a divorce tend to 
grow up expecting the same treat- 
ment. This can become quite out of 
control and difficult. You're obvi- 
ously concerned that your child 
have the best possible future, how- 
ever, if you want to get through to 
your ex-spouse a little better, try 
this: a child that is never taught to 
earn for himself or be responsible, 
usually tends to be living with you 
much longer than you would like. 
While we all love our kids, at some 
point, we want them independent 
so that we aren't having to fend for 
them. 

Kids that get everything they 
want from one parent usually go 
back to that one parent for every- 
thing they want throughout time! 
Most parents 1 know don't really 
want this for their child's or their fu- 
ture. 

I run a behavior program that 
has been really successful even with 
divorced couples. We set up the 
same program in each home so that 
the transition is smoother for the

Dear Dr. Singer, 

My husband and I are get- 
ting a divorce and are unsure 
of how to explain this to our 
kids. We have a 7 and 9-year- 
old. We want to make sure that 
we tell them the right way. Can 
you help? P.P. 

Dear P.P., 

Your concern is admirable and 
getting your children prepared 
ahead of time will help. First you 
should know that kids are very re- 
silient and will adjust. It does help if 
your presentation is calm and pre- 
pared ahead of time. The kids I've 
met seem to have several fears 
when it comes to divorce. One fear 
is that they will not get to see one or 
the other parent at all. Another fear 
is that life will totally change. An- 
other fear kids have is that they 
somehow caused the divorce or 
that it is their fault. 

First, wc need to reassure kids 
that divorce in no way, shape or 
form, is ever their fault. Let them off 
the hook! I usually ask parents to 
make sure to try and keep the 



child's life as stable as possible. 

Try to keep the school, home, 
friends, neighborhood, etc. the 
same in the child's life as much as 
can be done. The less adjustments 
the better. More importantly, the 
child needs to know that he or she 
will have free access to both par- 
ents. Baring a physically abusive or 
sexually abusive situation, the chil- 
dren need both parents. Many 
times, I see two parents feuding 
with each other who cannot believe 
that a child might still like or love 
the other parent. 

The truth is, if there is a battle, it 
is between you and your spouse. 
Not between your spouse and child. 
Your child loves both of you and 
should. Therefore, if the child is 
kept out of the adult situation as 
much as possible and is allowed to 
believe that both parents will be ac- 
cessible, the child usually adjusts 
better. 

Additionally, the more you and 
your spouse can communicate and 
put your problems aside for the • 
good of your child, the better the 
adjustment will be. If you make 
your child feel safe and then follow 
through, things should be O.K. You 
might also want to have this talk in 
a therapist's office since things can 
come up and a therapist can help 
you to watch for things you might 
not think of ahead of time. Good

Besides watching my gar- 
den grow, nothing gives 
me more pleasure than 
watching nature's most 
mobile animal— the bird. Birds 
alone can go anywhere they 
please on the earth's surface. 
Some never stray from home in 
their entire lives, yet others span 
entire oceans or continents, 
sometimes in a single flight. 

It is not surprising then that 
birds are easily observed and have 
captured our imagination. Their 
attributes and habits provided a 
rich source of inspiration to us 
since prehistoric times. Through- 
out history, birds have been used 
to symbolize particular qualities: 
the owl, the dove of peace, the 
bluebird of happiness, and so on. 
There are many myths and leg- 
ends about birds, some of uncer- 
tain origin. Through the centuries, 
people have delighted in observ- 
ing the activities of the birds fre- 
quenting the land around their 
homes. Their beauty being a 
source of joy and wonder, and at 
times consolation. When I'm feel- 
ing down and I spot a beautiful 
cardinal in my evergreen tree out- 
side my kitchen window, I can't 
help but feel happy and appreci- 
ate God's creation. 

Providing food, water and 
nesting sites for birds in your yard 
will increase the opportunity for 
observing birds in your yard. It 
will also help many species that in 
recent years have struggled to find 
suitable nesting and foraging 
habits. 

Once they have discovered 
your yard, many birds will Veep . 
coming back. Some migratory 
birds, such as white crowned 
sparrows and purple finches, will 
return to spend winter in the 
same yard year after year. Birds • 
need food, water and protection 
from predators. For your feeder 
station to be as effective as possi- 
ble, it's important to provide ap-

propriate food presented in the 
right way. 

To assist local birds and in- 
crease opportunities for observing 
bird behavior, you may also de- 
cide to put up a nestbox or two. 
And, if you have the space, culti- 
vating trees and other plants will 
help turn your yard into a verita- 
ble wildlife refuge. 

Backyard birding can provide 
you with a rich insight into the life 
cycle of birds. Birds generally fol- 
low a regular routine. They do the 
same things— feeding, preening, 
bathing— at the same time each 
day. Even if you only attract a few 
common species, being able to 
watch them at different times of 
the day, for as long as you want is 
a great way to leam more about 
them. 

Watching birds in your back- 
yard will also help you hone your 
identification skills. In the field, 
most songbirds move quickly and 
keep their distance from humans. 
Difficult to see, they are even 
harder to name. Birdfeeders and 
nestboxes bring birds to the ob- 
server, and if birds feel protected, 
they will become confident to 
spend long periods around build- 
ings and people. This makes it far 
easier for you to identify them and 
; learn more about them by con- 
sulting field guides. Start observ- 
. /ng and enjoy natures' fine feath- 
ered friends'. Peace.

Nursing facilities are becoming 
more than just places where people 
live out the remainder of their lives. 
As life expectancy rates increase and 
hospital stays shorten, nursing facil- 
ities are becoming treatment and re- 
habilitation centers. Their personnel 
are trained to improve the quality of 
life, provide rehabilitation and pro- 
mote independent living. The team 
of rehabilitation professionals at Vic- 
tory Lakes helps residents achieve 
independence so they can return 
home. 

Victory Lakes Continuing Care 
Center, Lindenhurst, returns more 
than 80 percent of its Medicare and 
short-term care residents to their 
homes. In 1996, this meant more 
than 130 people returned home after 
an interim stay at Victory Lakes. 
These are people who need services 
like physical rehabilitation after 
surgery or who require skilled nurs- 
ing services, such as teaching new di- 
abetics to give themselves insulin in- 
jections. 

Therapy is available six days a 
week. Victory Lakes is staffed with 
three physical and two occupational 
therapists, as well as one speech/ 
language pathologist. Together, they 
treat residents according to individ- 
ual activity tolerance. Sozne resi- 
dents can undergo therapy for as 
much as three hours each day. The 
goal of rehabilitation is to help resi- 
dents achieve independence in their 
mobility, activities of daily living and 
communications so that they can 
safely return home. If total indepen- 
dence is not achieved, the therapists 
train family members or caregivers 
to provide the help needed. 

"In addition to daily therapy, we 
have a Functional Maintenance Pro- 
gram conducted by two rehabilita- 
tion aides and supervised by the 
therapists," said Silvia Faidutti, li- 
censed occupational therapist at Vic- . 
lory Lakes. Residents take part in the 
Functional Maintenance Program 
once they have completed skilled

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Landscaper architect claims alia myth 




Landscaping in the summer Is bad. 

A myth: Planting gardens in the summer 
can be done. Plants that have been pre-dug in 
the spring are ready to be moved into the 
ground. Precautions must be taken in the 
transporting of plant material to a site. Tarping 
your plants is a must as well as possible extra 
watering after the installation. 

When insects are detected on a plant just 
about any insecticide will work. 

A myth: The most important thing to do is 
identify the insect. Then find it's most venera- 
ble or weakest stage in it's life cycle, then apply 
the proper insecticide. By doing this home- 
work first, less chemicals will need to be ap- 
plied throughout the year. 

, Last night it rained a bit so watering of the 
"plants is not important. 

A myth: Plants need one-inch of water a 
week to remain in good health, especially new- 



ly transplanted material. Deep watering is pre 
ferred and since our soils are heavy in clay, wa- 
tering once a week for established plantings is 
good. Newer plants may need a bit more wa- 
tering the first season. 
Clay is very bad for plants. 

A myth: Clay soils that are broken up into 
small pieces are beneficial to a plant. Nutrients 
are now available to the plants when this is 
done. 

Pruning should only be done when plants 
are dormant. 

A myth: Some plants may need attention 
now. Remove cross branching or any branches 
growing in towards the middle of the plant. 
Some plants may need to be shaped, and this 
can be done now. A storm may have broken 
some branches and they need to be removed 
and clean cut to keep out insects or disease.

According to Registered Nurse 
Denise Tucker, director of Emer- 
gency Services at St. Therese 
Medical Center in 
Waukegan, the show 
does a good job por- 
traying the medical 
aspects of patient 
care, but she adds, 
"we are definitely 
not having as much 
fun in the ER as they 
seem to be." 

Tucker says today's 
emergency rooms are most 
concerned with treating patients 
quickly and efficiently and utilize the 
latest in technology to do so. The 
most difficult issue ER personnel face 
is having to first check with patients 
on insurance issues before treating 
them 

"Managed care has changed the 
way we treat patients," Tucker said. 
"Before managed care we took care 
of them, no strings attached so to 
speak.' Tucker says managed care

can make it difficult because hospi- 
tal personnel have to take time to ask 
patients questions about whether or 
not they have notified their primary 
care physician before they can begin 
treatment. 

"It's difficult because the patients 
often get upset about the line of 
questioning, but if we don't ask and 
they get stuck with the bill, 
they are upset, too." 

To help alleviate 
problems with man- 
aged care, the hospi- 
tal has established 
an educational pro- 
gram for patients 
and hospital person- 
nel which explained 
the issue. 

'We feel educa- 
tion is really the key," Tucker 
said. "Emergency room care, 
however, can not be denied to a pa- 
tient because they don't have insur- 
ance. "Under the federal regulation 
COBRA, ER's have to treat anyone . 
and you can't interrupt a person's 
care because they don't have insur-1 
ance." 

St. Therese is a busy ER treating 
more than 30,000 patients last year. 
"We see all types of patients with 
various medical 
conditions," 
Tucker said. "In 
that way the tele- 
vision show does 
portray real life." 
St. Therese Is 
a Level 2 trauma 
facility, which is 
the highest level 
of any of the hos- 
pitals in Lake 
County. Condell 
Medical Center is also a Level 2. 

"What it means to be a Level 2 is 
that the hospital personnel working 
in the ER must have a certain level of 
continuing educational certificates

that must be kept up and reviewed 
periodically," Tucker said. 

The regulations apply to both 
nurses and doctors working in the 
ER. 

"ER personnel are really mini- 
specialists in a lot of things," Tucker 
said. "From ear aches to giving para- 
medics radio advice to clot-busters, 
they must be able to treat anything 
that comes in." 

"There is certainly nothing 
boring about working in the ER,^ 
Tucker said. "It is a constant 
change and you are always dealing 
with variety." 

The two primary types of trauma 
not treated at a 
level 2 facility are 
spinal and burn 
injuries. Those 
patients are stabi- 
lized and then 
transferred to a 
higher care facili- 
ty. 
To be qualified 

as a Level 2 facili- . 
ty, the hospital 
must trauma sur- 
geons in all specialties available 
within 30-minutes and have surgical 
services available 24-hours a day. 
Tlie ER must also posses certain 
types of equipment as outlined in the 



Illinois Depart of Public Health Code. 

The primary role of the ER is to 
stabilize a patient and either com- 
plete treatment if it is a non-emer- 
gent care issue or move the patient 
on to the next level of treatment 
needed. 

"Our tum-around time for near- 
ly 80 percent of our patients is one 
and one T hair hours," Tucker said. 
"Our job is to give the most efficient 
care in the most timely fashion. A 
large number of the patients we see 
are non-emergent care, this is large- 
ly due to a lack of access to health 
care for many patients. Theyhaveno 
option but to go to the emergency 
room." 

Tucker says only about 7 percent 
of the cases they see each year are in- 
tentional trauma such as gun shot 
wounds, stabbings or self-inflicted 
injuries, "Most of the trauma we see 
occurs in automobile accidents and 
seasonal injuries such as boating ac- 
cidents," Tucker said. 

In a busy ER, one of the biggest 
challenges is not to lose sight of pa- 
tient care while caring for medical 
problems. 

"We try to keep family members 
as informed as possible during the 
procedures," Tucker said. "We usu- 
ally allow one-person to remain with 
the patient when they want to, as 



long as they understand that they 
must leave the room if asked." 

One of the more unique ap- 
proaches to St.Therese's patient care 
is its pastoral care department. 

"There is always a pastor as- 
signed to the ER to be with patients if 
needed," Tucker said. "TheER works 
very closely with the pastoral care 
department," 

Another patient- orientated fea- 
ture of the BR is a family room where 

family members can gather and have 
some privacy. 

"It has been very helpful, be- 
cause It gives them a chance to be 
out of the way of the mainstream 
part of the ER and be together while 
waiting for neivs on their loved one," 
Tucker said. 

Follow-up surveys are sent to 
each patients to evaluate the quality 
of care provided and seek ways to 
improve. 

"The quality of patient care Is 
very important to us.'Tucker said. 
"We always want to know how we 
could do things better." 

One of the latest technology uses 
in the ER is clot-busters. "We have 
clot boxes, which are set up and 
ready to go which saves time," Tuck- 
er said. These are used on a patient

Tank to increase water volume 

Wauconda— Officials have dropped plans to repair a 
100,000 gallon elevated water tank built in 1949 and are 
moving forward to build a new, 500,000 gallon elevated wa- 
ter tank that will increase the village's water .volume storage. 

The new tank will cost $875,000 and be placed direcdy 
north of the Wauconda Fire Department Station No. 1, 109 
W. Liberty St. Construction should start later this year. 

"What it is going to do is add volume to our storage," 
said Mayor James Eschenbauch. "We need to increase the 
storage in town." The village's current water storage among 
its three elevated tanks is 1.1 million gallons, Eschenbauch 
said, the same amount the village uses on'hot summer days. 

Drivers Ed. program doubles 

Lake Zurich— Youths who are of age to drive will have 
a better chance of taking drivers education at Lake Zurich 
High School, now that the program has been doubled in 
size. School board members of Lake Zurich Unit District 95 
authorized purchasing a drivers education vehicle and hir- 
ing a drivers education instructor, giving the school two of 
each. 

The approval came one year after a study was undertak- 
en by the Education Programming Committee to determine 
ways to improve the program, and decrease the student 
waiting list to take the class. "This has been a long time 
coming," said John Schweda, school board member. "This 
is a good start." 

The fee for taking the class has also been raised, from the 
state cost of $50 to $100 for 1997-1998 and $150 for the fol- 
lowing school year. The district could have increased the 
fee to $300 after receiving approval of a state waiver.

Proposed land purchase would create 
new 555-acre forest preserve 
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Preservation oranadditionaJ317 
acres of rolling woodlands, wetlands 
and open spaces in western lake 
County moved forward following ac- " 
tion taken by the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Board of Commissioners. 

A notice of intent to acquire a 
317 acre site, known as the Chicago 
Title and Trust parcel, was approved 
by the Forest Preserve Board. The 
notice of intent is the first official 
public expression of Interest by the 
Forest Preserve Board and follows 
review of the property and contact 
with the owner. 

The proposed site meets many 
of the land acquisition criteria set 
forward in the successful 1993 Forest 



Preserve bond referendum, ap 
proved by 61 percent of Lake Coun- 
ty voters. Based on the 460 acres of 
proposed acquisitions that the For- 
est Preserve Board has previously 
filed notices of intent concerning, 
purchase of this additional 317 acre 
parcel would commit the remaining 
balance of the $20 million in 1993 
bond funds earmarked for land ac- 
quisition. 

The proposed purchase, when 
combined with a previously desig- 
nated 216 acre parcel northeast of 
the site, would create a new533-acre 
Forest Preserve in western Lake 
County. In addition, the purchase 
would provide a possible route for 



the planned West Loop Trail and 
Greenway, a multi-purpose recre- 
ation trail linking Forest Preserve 
and community trail systems in 
western Lake County; preserve nat- 
ural oak woodlands and two large 
high-quality wetlands; and provide 
wildlife habitat and assist in flood 

control. 

There are currently 20,246 acres 
of Lake County Forest Preserves. 
Formed in 1958, the Lake County 
Forest Preserves have 35 acres pre- 
served per 1,000 residents, more 
than Forest Preserve Districts in 
Cook (13 acres per 1,000}, DuPagc 
(26 acres), Kane (22 acres), and Will 
(28 acres) counties.

Neighbors put 
reform in motion 

While Illinois sputters and puffs about school re- 
form and revising public education financing, 
states around Illinois are making strides both in 
getting a bigger bang for the school buck and 
how the buck is obtained. 

Michigan's education establishment was traumatized with 
the announcement several years ago that real estate taxes as 
the basis of school funding would be ended. Real estate taxes 
were scrubbed and the Michigan system is sailing along. Wis- 
consin's program of educational vouchers is widely acclaimed. 
Now comes Minnesota with a tax deduction or tax credit that 
can be used at any public, private or parochial school of 

choice. 

Changes in Minnesota resulted from Gov. Arne Carlson be- 
coming frustrated with the legislature's failure to lift a cap on 
the number of deregulated charter schools. Carlson is credited 
witli facing down the teachers' union. Carlson captured atten- 
tion with the observation that the public wants public educa- 
tion that serves students not bureaucrats. Interesting thought. 

Illinois has a charter school program in name only. School 
administrators, pressured by the unions, and timid and un- 
knowing elected officials aren't giving charter interest the time of 
day. In Lake County, the school boards at Woodland Hemcntary 
and Fremont Consolidated gave an imaginative charter proposal 
brougnt. forth by a group of parents short shrift. Charter propo- 
nents see a change in state Jaw as their only hope. 
School board elections will be coming up in November. Tills 
will be a good chance for parents and taxpayers to ask some 
telling questions of the candidates. Let's not heap biame on 
Springfield politicians aJJ the time. As the Woodland and Fre- 
mont experiences indicate, local school officials, too, have a 
stake in reforms like charter and choice. What are they doing 
differently to improve the product? 

We're all wet; 
Can't ignore facts 

Some folks say Lake County is water-logged, all wet. 
Others might describe our corner of the world as being 
distinctive, if not a bit damp. The fact remains that 
Lake County with 31,259 total wetland acres contains 
far and away more wetlands than any other county in the 
Chicago metro area. The other counties aren't even close. 

Neighboring McHenry County has quite a bit more marsh, 
but we're way ahead in shallow water land. For the record 
McHenry County has 22,220 total wetland acres, according to 
Illinois Dept. of Natural Resources figures. 

Being wet and soggy a good bit of the time has shaped the 
Lake County character. Water and wetlands have given us a 
keen appreciation of the environment. We enjoy the special 
sights, sounds and smells of the wetland and water environ- 
me'nt. Boating is a big sport. Being susceptible to flooding, 
Lake Countians (with perhaps the exception of developers and 
urban planners) understand the power of nature. The wet- 
lands make a difference in how and where we build houses and 
roads. Since wetlands provide habitat for flora and fauna, 
we're more sensitive to the preservation and protection of oth- 
er living things. 

Even with ail its man-made objects, Cook County ranks third 
with 17,491 wetland acres; Will County is close with 16,798. 
The metro area is rounded out by DuPage with -10,074 and 
Kane with 8,891. 

Early residents here owed their very lives to wetlands and wa- 
ter. Interestingly, before modern man sought high and dry 
places, there used to be much more wetland in the region. The 
rub.comes when special interests and politicians forget our 
heritage or move to eradicate the laws of nature. Lake County 
didn't get its name on a whim. Water and wetlands are a fact 
of life. They make us what we are. 
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Rodeo protestors 
losing public stake 



Like the orators in Bug 
House Square, no one is 
paying much attention 
anymore to theWau- 
conda Rodeo protestors. 
Animal rightists, depicting the 
rodeo as sort of a four-footed 
version of Third World popula- 
tion exterminations, continued 
their ranting and raving, but the 
three-day event went off without 
the incidents of past years. 

Rodeo fans have learned to put 
up with the protestors like spec- 
tators at University of Illinois 
home football games. The anti- 
Chief Illiniwek faction always is 
in evidence, but the general citi- 
zenry no longer gels worked up 
by their antics. It's just another 
part of the pageantry. 
If anything, the animal rights 
activists are being done in by 
their own hypocracy and outra- 
geous rhetoric. They target the 
Wauconda Rodeo, but say nary a 
word about the rodeo at the 
Lake County Fair several weeks 
later. Their credibility is under- 
mined with charges that insult 
the public. 

"If you support cruelty, vio- 
lence and a complete disregard 
for society's accepted norms of 
decency, go to the rodeo," ac- 
tivist Steve Hinki of North Aurora 
wrote. Beverly J. Salo, president 
of an animal protetionist organi- 
zation, accused State's Atty. 

Michael J.Waller of turning his 
back on rodeo cruelty. Not so. 

Exaggeration, unfair overstate- 
ment, zealotry. The Wauconda 
Rodeo protestors are yesterday's 
news. 

Source of woe 

The Cubs are leading the 
league in at least one quality. 
Baloney! Latest is the report 
that Ryne Sandberg will have the 
last word on whether the floun- 
dering Wrigleys get a new sec- 
ond baseman for 1998. 
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Cub management seems to be 
setting the stage to "back up the 
truck." And rightly so. But the 
worn out second baseman is un- 
touchable. A strong argument 
can be made that Sandberg has 
been at the core of Cub woes for 
a long time.

Now that distinguished 
Congressman John 
Porter (R-Dcerfield) put a 
stop to the media specu- 
lation about him possibly running 
for U.S. Senate in 1998 to unseat 
Democrat Carol Mosely-Braun, he 
is beginning to formulate his own 
speculation on possible choices for 
senate and governor. 

For senate, Porter would like to 
see Governor Jim Edgar run for 
the seat coveted by Republicans. 

"I think he would be our best 
candidate. He's moderate and 
thoughtful," Porter pointed out. 

Being moderate is a key quali- 
ty, Porter believes, because a con- 
servative candidate may sneak in 
as the GOP candidate, but may 
lose in a head-on contest against 
Mosely-Braun. "My worry is if a 
Republican candidate comes off 
as an extremist," Porter said. 

The senate race also stands to 
gain its fair share of attention from 
both Republicans and Democrats. 
The Republicans would like to 
break the longtime Democrat 
stranglehold on the two seats. Al- 
though Mosely-Braun has en- 
countered much criticism as of 
late, Porter believes the Democ- 
rats arc prepared to go full steam 
ahead to retain the seat. 

"I think the Democrats will 
make it a high priority, I bet the 
President will be here six or seven 
times," Porter predicted. 

For guv, Porter likes the 
chances of current Secretary of 
State George Ryan. "1 think he 
would make an excellent gover- 
nor," Porter said. Ryan and Porter 
have known each other for the 
past 25 years since they were 
freshmen legislators in Springfield 

in 1972. 

Although flattered to be en- 
couraged to run for either of the 
two scats, Porter said he is quite 
content with his current job, repre- 
senting the diverse shoreline com- 
munities from Waukegan to 
Evanston. 

"I am happy as a clam," Porter 
said.

As golf's popularity has 
soared, galleries sometimes have 
become a bit rowdy. On public 
courses the ambience is altered 
when fugitives from ballparks 



bring along their hooting and 
hollering behavior. 

On practice fairways, flocks of 
kids— the "Tlgermania" gang- 
are getting golf lessons. It's a gen- 
tleman's game in which cheating 
or even fudging a little is frowned 
upon, so this is good for them — 
provided they also are taught 
golf-course etiquette. 

But where shall we put all 
these fledgling floggers? Courses 
already are packed, especially on 
weekends. New places to play, 
such as Steeple Chase in 
Mundelein and Bittersweet in 
Gumee, can't be built fast enough. 

A round of golf, to be pleasant, 
should be played in four hours or 
less. On weekends, and sometimes 
weekdays, it can take an aggravat- 
ing five to six hours because so 
many dreadful duffers and hapless 
hackers are gridlocking the frus- 
trated players behind them.

A decade ago, one could buy 
a top-shelf set of 14 clubs for 
about $700. Today, the most pop- 
ular and helpful sets of clubs can 
cost more than $2,000. 

There obviously are plenty of 
players with plenty of money to 
spend on this wacky but wonder- 
ful game.

Frankly, I'm not certain we can 
manage time. I do believe we can 
control some of the events that con- 
sume time. Here are some tips for 
getting more accomplished. 

• First, determine exactly what 
is to be done. Use a "to do" list with 
dales and times. Focus on the de- 
sired outcome, not the activity. 
Your goal is results. Remember, 
though you have all the time there 
is,vo«'V\ never have lime tor every- 
thing. 

• Next, plan and prioritize your 
events. You mum focus your efforts 
on the most critical and important 
tasks. Tackle the toughest projects 
first. Put all of your energy into 
them. You'll often find these tasks 
don't lake as much time as you first 
thought. 

Don' i put them off. Procrasti- 
nation is a vicious enemy.

There is only one cure for pro- 
crastination: a strong dose of "do it 
now," 
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1 ive yourself incentive. We 
work for only two reasons: to gain a 
reward, or to avoid a penalty. 1 get 
more accomplished when 1 
promise myself a reward. For exam- 
ple, when I'm writing columns, 1 
promise myself a motorcycle ride if 
1 finish writing by 4 p.m. 

If I don't finish, I don't ride. 
However, with the incentive, I often 
get my work done and enjoy a re- 
laxing ride. Often, I come back so 
refreshed I tackle another project. 

• Eliminate distractions and 
time wasters. Telephones, pagers, 
drop-in visitors, meetings and other 
interruptions can ruin the best laid 
plans. Schedule uninterruptible 
time for critical tasks. 

Keep visits and phone calls 
short. You can usually end a phone 
call by telling the caller you know 
he or she is busy and you need to 
get back to work yourself. Make 
sure all meetings have a pre-set 
agenda and stick to it. Don't let oth- 
ers control your events. 

• Stay focused on one project at 
a time. It is so easy to become dis- 
tracted. When I'm doing paperwork 
I clear my desk so I won't see other 
work that needs my attention. If I'm 
doing quarterly tax returns, that will 
be the only file on my desk. When I 
finish, Iput it away and select the 
next project from my prioritized list.
